My pursuit of high quality audio is for music listening purposes, not 
ragchewing. Once came across a McIntosh 75 with 470QuF caps added to the 
power supply. Pretty rough on the rectifiers and power tranformer. No 
doubt Spice would have shown it to be nonsense.

I'm a new list member with a question about OB2 regulators. I picked up 
a few new ones dated 7052 but they don't seem to work nearly as well as 
the older ones that I have with 1950s date stamps. The new ones don't 
have any blue glow, it's more of a red glow inside where the older tubes 
have the traditional purple glow. The 1970s tubes do work and they do 
regulate the voltage but they don't seem to react to voltage drop the 
same way as the older tubes. 


For example, if the voltage to the shack is 114 and drops below 108 when 
the furnace kicks on I see a bit of drift momentarily on my Drake R-4 
where the older tubes with the purple gas never have this problem. I 
have two new 1970s tubes - I can't imagine that both are bad but perhaps 
they are.

HI Jason, 


The most likely difference is that the new tubes regulate at a 
voltage that is just a bit higher (110V vs 105V, for instance). The 
lower the regulated voltage, the lower the line voltage can fall 
before regulation fails. A voltmeter will tell... 


The glow color depends on the exact gas mixture, and here I am sans clue.

The color is a function of the gas used to set the firing voltage. 

The OA2 regulates at a nominal 150 VDC and has an orange glow. The 
@B2 has a blue/purple glow, and regulates at a nominal 108 VDC. If 
you have @B2s that are glowing red, they may have leaked a little air 
or be contaminated in some other way. A "good" VR tube shouldn't vary 
more than a volt or less as long as the "source" voltage is high 
enough to keep the glow!

that it was a change in design since the Very old OB2 I have in my 
shoebox had the purty purple.
